Appropriation Would Be 
Automatic, Legislature's 


Hands Off 


UTTLE HOCK — (/P) — 


Another c o n s t i t u t i onal 
amendment which like the 
two others he sponsored for 
submission to the voters next 
year would curb the powers of 
the legislature, is proposed by 
Governor J. M. Futrell. 


He has disclosed that in his appoint- 


ment recently of an honorary com- 
mission to make 
a comprehensive 


study of the common school problem, 
It was his aim to have a new school 
plan drafted to be embodied in a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to 
be initiated for submission next year. 


This plan should 
be 
sufficiently 


elastic to meet future needs, he thinks. 
Explaining his views to the Arkan- 
sas Education Association at its re- 
cent convention, he said with refer- 
ence to the proposal to write a new 
school plan into the constitution: 


Proof Against Meddling 


"In that way it cannot be meddled 


with by every legislature that meets. 
The school system should be stable 
and strong." 


The constitution, the governor be- 


lieves, should annually appropriate 
the funds necessary for operation of 


^ the common school system, providing 
K a minimum of a six-month term for 
Y/ every child. 


"The 
legislature," he continued, 


would not need to make an appropria- 
tion itself with such a constitutional 
provision.- Such an amendment would 
take cur school system out of poli- 
tics and insure a permanent source of 
revenue to carry on our school pro- 
gram." 


The governor said such an amend- 


ment, with the amount necessary for 
operation of the schools fixed by some 
competent agency, "should be pre- 
pared at the earliest date possible, 
and an initiative petition submitted 
to the voters at the next general elec- 
tion." 


The commission he appointed to 


make the school study has begun only 
preliminary work thus far. 


Two Other Amendments 


The two other proposed constitu- 


tional amendments which the 1933 leg- 
islature submitted at the governor's 
request for a vote next year, would: 


Require the vote of three-fourths of 


the elected members of each house of 
the legislature to increase rates for 
property, excise, privilege or person- 
al taxes or add new taxes, and would 
limit to ?2,500,000 a 
binniiun 
the 


amount th legislature could appro- 
priate for all purposes except for ed- 
ucational and liighway purposes and to 
pay Confederate pensions "and the 


,it-.just debts of the slate," unless a Uvree- 
I, fourths vote of each house approved 
p exceeding the figure. 


Prohibit the issuance of any state 


bonds except by a vote of the people, 
other than to refund existing indebted- 
ness. 


The governor has declared these two 


amendments would prevent the state 
from suffering a recurrence of its 
present financial situation.

WASHINGTON.—(/P)—The National 


Cotton Purity Price Committee after a 
conference with Farm Administration 
officials, announced Tuesday night it 
would withdraw its suggestion that 
the government increase loans on cot- 
ton fro ma basis of 10 cents to ap- 
proximately 15 cents a pound .

Trusty Is Ordered 


to Return Miller 


Sam Day, Sheriff-Slayer, 


Takes Forger Back 


to Prison 


Sam Day, a trusty who was given 


life imprisonment for the slaying of 
Sheriff Walter Harris of Miller coun- 
ty several years ago, was sent to Tex- 
arkana Tuesday to return Jack Miller, 
alias Andrew N. Panco, to Arkansas' 
prison farm to complete a seven-year 
sentence for forgery. 


Miller's sentence was interrupted 


when he escaped from Tucker farm 
about 10 days ago. Miller was arrest- 
ed at Texarkana last Saturday night. 
He was convicted in Hempstead cir- 
cuit court during the October term on 
charges of forgery and uttering. 


Miller had been - stationed in the 


cook house soon after entering the 
prison farm October 22, and made his 
"escape by simply walking off," he 
told officers.

Pine Bluff Votes 


for Sewer Bonds 


Approves $160,000 Issue, 


First of Total of 


$426,000 


PINE BLUFF, Ark—A bond issue 


for construction of a drainage canal 
ad repairs to the sewer system was 
approved by voters 
of 
Pine Bluff 


Tuesday with 876 ballots favoring the 
issue and only 196 opposing. The total 
of 1,072 votes were unusually light. 


The vole was on a bond issue to pay 


for the drainage canal which the city 
must construct before the government 
will complete its flood control plaJi 
calling for a seawall and an addition- 
al levee on the river here. The entire 
project will cost approximately $426,- 
000. 


Voting Tuesday was on a bond issue 


of $160,000, the initial estimated cost 
of hie project, but offer of labor costs 
by the CWA cut the cost approxi- 
mately in half and the City Council 
pledged itself not to issue more than 
$80,000 in bonds nor levy a tax of 
more than one mill.

Sprague Predicts Failure 


WASHINGTON—(JP)—Declaring the 


nation was threatened with "unre- 


..$17.00 strained inflation" and a collapse of 


governmental credit, Dr. O. M. W. 
Sprague, special financial adviser to 
the Treasury, resigned Tuesday in pro. 
test against the Roosevelt monetary 
policy. 


In a letter to the president that pre- 


dicted disaster would follow the ad- 
ministration's plan for raising com- 
modity prices by increasing the money 
value of gold, he said the only de- 
fense against the dangers he foresaw 
was "an aroused and organized public 
opiiuon." Ho said he hoped to take 
part in such an effort. 


"It is possible that there might still 


be a meeting of winds had I been af- 
forded any opportunity to discuss pol- 
icies with you," he wrote. "But no op- 
portunities have been afforded me 
since my return from London in July, 
after your rejection of the arrange- 
ments to steady the foreign exchanges 
during the period of the (World Eco- 
nomic conference." 


Disagreement of Long Standing 
It was just before that conference 


met that Sprague came to the Treas- 
ury. Previously he had been economic 
adviser to the Bank of England. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt expressed himself then 
as gratified at obtaining his services. 


For weeks Sprague was in disagree- 


ment with the administration 
on 


monetary questions. 
Early in his 


career at the Treasury, he invariably 
participated in White House confer- 
ences on tiiis subject but in recent 
weeks lie has not attended such meet- 
ings. 


Henry Morgenthau Jr., the new act- 


lig secretary of the Treasury, said, "i 
knew this was imminent, i knew lie 
was out of sympathy with the admin- 
istration. I am only surprised it did 
not take place sooner." 


Predicts Failure 


Interpreting the Roosevelt plan for 


uicreasing commodity prices tlurough- 
out the nation by buying gold both 
icre and abroad as an. effort to de- 
preciate the currency, Sprague ex- 
pressed opposition and predicted fail- 
ure. 


"The present policy tlu-eatens a com- 


plete breakdown of the credit of the 
government," he wrote. "The recov- 
ery program involves expenditures far 
in excess of current revenues. Cer- 
tainly as much as two billions of dol- 
lars must be borrowed during the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year. 


"Bonds, including govenunent bonds, 


are an unsatisfactory investment at 
a time when a government is deter- 
mined to depreciate its currency. 


"Already many issues of govern- 


ment securities have dropped below

bility for their distress upon the.Jews, 
So it has been for centuries. Threat- 
ening embitterment of the masses aU 
ways has been .diverted into this con- 
venient channel."

gold buying policy would "prove inef- 
fective in securing a speedy rise in 
prices," saying this could come only 
through measures increasing and sus- 
taining consuming power.

Paul Summers; chief of the beer tax 


division of the revenue department, 
said he anticipated an influx of wine 
of an alcoholic content exceeding 3.2 
per cent by weight when federal re- 
strictions -ire removed. 


"The alcoholic content, of beer prob- 


ably will 
be> raised slightly," Sum- 


mers said, "but it is almost a certain- 
ty that wines of an alcoholic content 
far above the li.2 limit allowed under 
Arkansas laws will be loosed when 
federal restrictions arc' removed. 


"We are ready for it. however. Our 


inspectors have been 
instructed to 


watch the alcoholic content label on 
beverages and report any violations. 
Under the law, the manufacturer is 
required to slate the percentage oC al- 
cohol in his product." 


Although hard liquor will be sold 


in the adjoining states of Louisiana, 
Texas, and Missouri, the- revenue de- 
partment will have little or nothing 
to do abcnii preventing its flow into 
Arkansas. 


Its province is to collect the tax on 


beer and wine. Beverage scontaining 
more than 3.2 per c.nt of alcohol by 
weight are illegal in this slate, and 


their prohibition of sale or transporta- 
tion will continue to be- the duties of 
sheriffs and police, as well as what- 
ever federal agency is designated to 
carry out the terms of the 21st amend- 
ment. 


The bone dry statute still is in force 


so far as Arkansas i» concerned, and 
all importation of whisky, brandy, or 
beverages not allowed under the 1933 
beer-wine act, is forbidden under a 
heavy penalty.
